GEORGE THOMAS LITTLE (1857-1915) 


George Thomas Little was born May 14, 
1857 at Auburn and died August 6, 1915. 
He was the son of Edward Tappan Little. 

He attended the public schools of Auburn 
and graduated from Bowdoin College in 
the class of 1877. He led his class in scholar- 
ship, being salutatorian at Commencement. 

Five years after his graduation, he re- 
turned to the college as instructor in Latin. 
One year later he was made professor of 
Latin and acting librarian. The next year 
he was given full charge of the library, and 
after 1889 he gave all his time to this work. 
Thus for thirty years the Bowdoin College 
Library was his constant care as it was also 
the chief joy of his life. Under his direction 


the library grew from thirty-four thousand 
volumes to more than a hundred thousand. 

Professor Little was a pioneer in library 
work in the State of Maine. He adopted 
methods and developed a system of work, 
in connection with his library so that it has 
become one of the chief educational assets 
of the college and its rich resources have 
been made available in every department 
of study and research. His thorough knowl- 
edge of the needs of the modern library, 
together with the munificence of one of 
Bowdoin’s most devoted alumni, made it 
possible to enshrine his beloved library in 
one of the most artistic and useful buildings 
in New England. This library building, 
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with its noble architecture, its artistic 
decorations, and its invaluable literary 


riches is a fitting monument to the earnest 
and unselfish labor of a lifetime. 

Under Professor Little, the college library 
at Bowdoin and the office of librarian, which 
is more than that of a mere custodian of 
books, developed remarkably. The mul- 
tiplicity of detail which fell to Professor 
Little’s care, the vast amount of historical 
and literary work and the service which he 
was constantly doing for the college as 
secretary of the General Alumni Association 
can hardly be overstated, and this work 
was constantly increasing as the college 
grew and as its activities became more 
widespread. The building of Hubbard Hall 
made the librarian’s office almost the ad- 
ministrative center of college life and yet 
no member of the faculty, no alumnus, no 
undergradaute, and in fact no person whatso- 
ever with a genuine need, ever failed to find 
in Professor Little a quick and kindling 
sympathy and an eager readiness to give 
the fullest service possible. 

The individual characteristics of Professor 
Little were many, but the chief of these was 
his unremitting kindness. He had no desire 
apparently for public notice, for worldly 
goods or for any of the common rewards of 
life. He seemed to be content with his 
books, with his work, his delightful domestic 
life and his fellowship with men of culture 
and of learning. He did marvels in the 
building up of the Bowdoin College Library. 
With his sound scholarship, his good judg- 
ment, and his indefatigable industry, he 
made it one of the best college libraries in the 
country. Its collection of Maine books is 
unexcelled. He brought to public notice 
the hitherto unknown worth of Bowdoin’s 
treasures in literature which have come 
down from its founders, and yet he found 
time to answer any inquiry on any matter 
which might concern the college. 

In addition to all this work he contri- 
buted to periodicals many articles relating 
to his professional work, one of the most 
important being “School and College Li- 
braries,’’ a paper prepared for the World’s 
Library Congress in 1893, and printed in 
the report of the United States Commis- 
sioner of Education in that year. He also 


published one or two text-books for the use 
of his classes, a very valuable historical 
sketch of Bowdoin College, edited and pub- 
lished the general catalogue for several 
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years, and is the author of the volume, com- 
prising more than six hundred pages, en- 
titled ‘“‘Descendants of George Little who 
came to Newbury, Massachusetts, in 1640.” 
In 1880 he was given the degree of A.M. by 
Bowdoin and in 1894 the degree of Litt. D. 

A great variety of interests outside of 
books appealed to Professor Little, but chief 
of these so far as activity went was that of 
mountain climbing, which has a peculiar 
appeal to many men of literary tastes. In 
1896 he went to British Columbia, where 
his friend and companion, Philip H. Abbott, 
lost his life in an attempt to ascend Mount 
Lefroy. In 1901 under the leadership of a 
Swiss guide, Professor Little was one of the 
party that made the first ascent of Rogers 
Peak in the Selkirks and other high moun- 
tain peaks in the Canadian Rockies. He 
was a member of the Alpine Club and the 
Appalachian Mountain Club. In 1905 he 
journeyed to Egypt and in company with 
two friends crossed the desert to Mount 
Sinai, where they were entertained at Saint 
Catherine’s Convent. This journey was 
made with a train of fourteen camels and 
took eighteen days. This last venture 
among the hills of the old world was the 
most cherished in Professor Little’s memory. 
An honor he greatly appreciated was that 
conferred by the Dominfon Government of 
Canada in naming one of the ten peaks in 
Bow Valley, Alberta, Mount Little. The 
noble recreation of mountain climbing was 
to him a constant delight; the fresh air 
and broad view gained in the high places 
always inspired him. The silence and 
majesty of the hills were constantly reflected 
in his character. 

Professor Little married December 18, 
1884, Miss Lilly T. W. Lane of Braintree, 
Massachusetts. He is survived by his wife 
and four children. 

His interest in historical and literary work 
covered a wide range and won for him 
merited distinction among men of letters. 
To his church he gave an intense devotion 
and liberal support. His aid and sympathy 
could be counted on in every worthy cause 
in town and state. In a thousand ways he 
was a most useful man and his help and sym- 
pathy were responsive to every demand. He 
stood like a rock for what he believed was 
the right. He was hopeful, cheerful, and 
inclined to enjoy the humorous elements 
that may be found underlying ordinary 
vexations. 
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This brief tribute would be incomplete if 
no reference were made to the service Dr. 
Little rendered the state as a public official. 
He was appointed by Governor Powers to the 
State Library Commission in 1899, and 
served as its chairman for two years. He 
was one of the organizers of the Maine State 
Library Commission and for several years 
an influential member of its committee. 
For more than twelve years he served on 
the national council of the American Library 
Association and previously was its recorder. 
In 1914 he accepted an appointment for 
the second time on the Library Commission. 
In the beginning days of the traveling libra- 
ries Dr. Little was an invaluable member. 
His keen insight and careful judgment, 
together with his years of library work, had 
much to do with placing the traveling li- 
braries of Maine among the best in the 
United States.

The Touchstone, The Craftsman, The Art World. 
Last October (1916) a new periodical was born— 
not an unusual thing to be sure, but almost as or- 
dinary as a magazine death —for we have a sort 
of feeling down inside us that rather more magazines 
die than are born — so many are murderered in the 
night, and buried in unknown places, no one can 
know of the mortality. In October, as we remarked, 
a new one was born, The Art World, and, rapacious 
little three-months-old cannibal that it was, it swal- 
lowed The Craftsman whole in December. So The 
Craftsman came to its end with vol. 31 no. 3, and all 
its subscribers began to receive The Art World with 
January, 1917, vol. 1, no. 4. (Now if any one wants 
to bind up The Art World, let us help get for him 
or her those three early numbers which are scarce.) 

In May, 1917, was born, full fledged, The Touch- 
stone, ($4.00, 35c. monthly). If the cat swallowed 
the canary in December, the Maytime has brought 
us a new and more beautiful bird in its place. The 
old staff of The Craftsman owns and publishes and 
edits The Touchstone (vol. 1, no. 1, May, 1917), and 
we commend it to all librarians. 

One of the recent notable marriages in periodical 
circles is that of Engineering Record to Engineering 
News. Mr. and Mrs. Engineering News-Record 
have our best wishes for their future life together, 
which began April 5, 1917. 

Medicine and Surgery is a new monthly (vol. 1, no. 
1, March, 1917), published by the Medicine and 
Surgery Co., Metropolitan Bldg., St. Louis. $3.00 
a year, 30c. a copy. It is a very husky infant that 
ought to sell at 75c. ora dollar for each number, if looks 
counted for anything. During the year certain 
numbers are to be devoted to special subjects — 
March is ‘‘Surgery.”’ 

Harvard Theological Studies, no. 3, ‘“‘Ephod and 
Ark,” has appeared, a pamphlet of 170 pages. Not 
content with being one of the Harvard Theological 
Series, it also claims to be an extra number of the 
Harvard Theological Review. It isn’t right for one 
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issue to try to belong in two places at once. Just 
see what troubles are before us in shelving, in binding, 
in listing. Better get two copies and save your tem- 
per. These are war times and nerves must be con- 
served. We for one won’t ever bind this up with 
our H. T. R. much as we love our alma mater. 

Mississippi Valley Historical Review has broken 
its quarterly regularity by issuing as an extra num- 
ber, “‘the Proceedings of the M. V. H. Association, 
1915-16." This number is called ‘‘Mississippi Valley 
Historical Review, extra no., April, 1917,’’ and so 
becomes a part of the Review, but as vol.3 ends with 
March, and vol. 4 begins with June, does our extra 
April belong with vol. 3 or vol. 4 when we get ready 
to bind ourvolumes? The title page inside the cover 
of the extra number will further discourage us. It 
reads “Vol. 9, Part 1.” Help! Help! The editor 
says in his preface, that it is ‘“‘the expectation that 
the next three or four annual issues of the Proceedings 
will be included in the same volume, the whole to be 
paged consecutively and the last number to contain 
the index for the volume.” There have been eight 
annual volumes preceding this issue. Now all is 
clear isn’t it, and so simple too! But why saddle 
these annuals onto the Reviews as extra numbers, and 
then take them away again and make separate 
volumes! The assistant who makes magazines 
ready for the binder will soon volunteer ior service 
“somewhere in France’’ to avoid brainstorm. 

The Bookplate Booklet, January, 1917, is new series, 
vol. 1, no. 1, the organ of the American Bookplate 
Society, and another of Mr. Alfred Fowler’s children. 
We have rather lost track of all the brood, but in 
1912 The Ex Libran was started as a successor to 
The Bookplate Booklet, which descended by irregular 
issues from California Book-plates of Nov., 1906. 

The Journal of Applied Psychology (vol. 1, no. 1, 
March, 1917) has appeared. It is a quarterly ($4.00 
a year, $1.25 a number) from Clark University with 
G. Stanley Hall as one of the editors. Its field is 
the application of psychology to vocational activities; 
the influence of general environment conditions; 
the psychology of everyday activities. It is of 
interest to note that this makes the 19th American 
periodical now being published in the psychological 
field, with a combined subscription list of $67.75 a 
year. May we take your order for next year?

I. ONE HUNDRED BUSINESS BOOKS 
By Charles E. Rush, Librarian-Elect, Indianapolis Public Library 


Why not have a collection of up-to-date 
business books in the club rooms of a 
Chamber of Commerce? Why not call 
this collection a Station of the Public Library 
and make it one of the Library’s distributing 
agencies? The psychological time to appeal 
to business men occurs at lunch or dinner 
time. Up-to-the-minute books of direct 
interest to them will offer a connecting link 
between the club and the Library and render 
a service whose value cannot be estimated. 
Such a collection will constantly remind 
business men of the resources and ambitions 
of the Library and will do much to enlist 
them as ardent supporters of an institution 
which constantly needs more and greater sup- 
port. Toestablish such a station the service 
is not only rendered directly to the men, 
but in addition it proves to be another way 
in the gentle art of making friends. 


The home circulation from such a station 
will not be large, but even a small amount 
is significant. The greater use and value 
of the collection comes in the use of the 
books in the club rooms and as a constant 
advertisement for the parent Library. 

Changes can, and should be made very 
often. The books should be rearranged 
occasionally and new titles substituted 
for less used volumes. It is an interesting 
game to work in books of essays, short 
stories, interesting biographies, and short 
histories to locate the reading interests of 
business men whom you desire to reach.

Pigskin Straps on Backs of Heavy Books 

The idea of the strap which we use on the 
American Digest volumes is that you use the strap 
to pull the book from the shelf into your 
hand instead of pulling the book by the top, and when 
volumes are placed closely together on the shelves 
it is quite a help. The strap is three-quarters of an 
inch wide, stands out almost an inch from the back 
of the book, is inserted into the side cover of the 
book from the outside about an inch from the back, 
a slit being made for that purpose, and pasted down 
on the inside of the cover. The strap is placed just 
below the middle of the book.

Device for Holding Stereoscopes 
The Ames Free Library, of North Easton, Mass., 
has a device for holding stereoscopes which may be 
described as like an old-fashioned towel rack. Is 
is two feet high and three feet long, and four inches 
between the uprights. Each of the end uprights it 


connected with its mate on the other end by two 
rods, one near the top, the other midway below,

tiers. The librarian, Miss Lamprey, writes “If 
anyone had a place where a book shelf could be 
removed and two long parallel rods inserted in its 
place, it would be equally good and more out of the 
way than a rack.” 


A Makeshift Typewriter Stand. 


As to the typewriter stand: it was a puzzle to find 
a stand for our machine (which is a Royal) because 
most stands take up so much room. Failing to find 
one, it was necessary to invent something and as our 
typewriter happened to be an exact fit for our um- 
brella stand we used it. The stand is made of oak, 
with four uprights posts and has a kind of lattice 
top through which one puts the umbrellas. The 
four posts of the stand come up an inch or so above 
the lattice work which makes a support for the type- 
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writer. I had a carpenter put a solid base with ball 
bearing rubber casters on it, making it very solid 
and firm and easily moved. Thus my assistant 
and I push it back and forth between our desks so 
that either of us can use it. The open top does away 
with the reverberation. This sort of accidental 
ee use of an umbrella stand has worked very 
well. 

The umbrella stand is the same design as No. 7057, 
pictured on page 184 of the Library Bureau’s Book- 
stand Equipment, Furniture, and Supplies catalogue 
of 1909, only our stand is a smaller square, about 
one-half the size of the picture, having only six holes 
in it instead of twelve.
